When the Mormon fishermen vMted their 


nets they made-it a point to rob any others 
that might boeet in the vicinity. : The flab 
were always stolon" and generally tho neta. 
In time St. James Island came to be a refuge 
tor all sorts of rascals, who could there dto- 
pose of their plunder. 


A Kcntucklau making a midsummer trip 


up the lakes was one day leaning orer tba 
guards of the propeller OB she lay moored tc 
the dock. A team came up with a load of 
wood. Both horses were recognized by the 
Kcutuckion as having beoa Htolen from tilm 
a year before. "Those two horses belong to 
me," liu suld to an officer standing beside 
him. 
"For God's sake, dont say so on 


shore," was the quick reply. The horseman 
bod no intention of placing his bond in a 
lion's mouth, and wisely kept silent. 


Tho first attempt to orrnet the Mormon 


prophet foiled. 8trangreeeived notification, 
and when the government cruiser arrived a( 
St. James ho woe floating iu u small boat out 
in the fog. There he remained some days, 
sleeping at nights in remote porU of the 
island, until tho cruiser departed. The sec- 
ond attempt was more successful. Strong 
was arrcetod and taken to Detroit, but was 
acquitted. These incidents only served to ad- 
vertise tho colony, and drew to him many 
sentimentalists, especially women, among the 
latter being a lady of good family, high 
breeding and great Intellectual attammente. 
An attempt was made to show she hod been 
abducted by Strong's f ollowers, bat she went 
on the witness stand and testified in Strong's 
behalf. Her testimony, beauty and elegance 
secured tho release of her adored prophet. 


At this time ha was on tho shady sldool 


40, of medium height, thin and wiry am 
very dark, and his spare face was framec 
with a heavy beard which he wore long, giv 
ing him a patriarchal appearance. His up- 
per lip was always kept clean shaven, which 
gave bis sensual mouth undue prominence. 


Very few fishermen got out of Strong's 


clutches whole in body, to say nothing of be- 
longings, after war was declared, and a Mor 
mon boat was their greatest terror. Among 
tho ono who escaped allvo from the Mormoi 
king is James M 
, an old fisherman, stil 


living on the Beaver. Ho says: 


"It was early in the spring of 1855, as near 


as I can recollect, when my partner and '. 
started from Mackinao for dull Island with 
J700 worth of supplies. 
It was storming 


when wo started and we wore glad enough 
to make tho shank [local Jargon for Wango- 
shanco light] that night. We started early 
tho next morning, but lost our course in the 
fog. 
After boating about all day we mod' 


Beaver Island. Hardly hod wo landed be- 
fore wo wore surrounded by Mormons who 
made us walk up the beach. In a short time 
Kicg Strong came down, issued a few orders 
and' twelve men separated from tho rest. 
Six of them began to examine their guns in 
a manner that sent the cold chills gallop- 
ing 
up 
and 
down 
my 
bock. They 


had boon appointed to kill us. The others 
were to bury us. Then Strung placed 
double barreled shot gun to my breast, aske< 
mo more questions in regard to ourinten 
tlons, issued now orders which proved to bo 
to clear away tho boat, remove all the sails 
and oars and cast us adrift. Wo did not 
wait for tho expiration of the ten minutes 
wbioh wo woro allowed to got away in 
Luckily for us ono of the crowtjj more 
humane than tuerest, had secretly thrown 
in KORIU onrs; but tlio boat wns aground on n 
rook mul wo couldn't budge it. I then wont 
batlt to tlio group and asked some of them to 
help UN off. Ono whispered in my ear to ge 
away as soon fts possible. There was no 
uso, liosiiloa a atorm had como up and '. 
illiln't bollovo any boat could livo in tho sea 
I wont to Strang and bogged to bo allowed to 
stay. lio told mo coldly that unless

waa intensely cold and we wore oliliged-to 
run for Mackinao, nearly forty miles away 
Our ehunecs woro very slight and our suffer 
lugs wi'i-o intensjo, but thanks to good constl 
tutlons wo both recovered from the effects 
of tho exposure, and had tlio pleasure a year 
inter of talcing part In thfc banishment of tho 
Mormons i'rom the island." 


Before this tlio Mormons and fishermen 


\vlio had banded together, hnd met in more 
than ono pitched battle. Ono of tho llorucst 
followed tho (tapnrfcuroof an expedition fron 
King Strang's ntronghold for tlio mainland 
An alarm was lit otiro pivoii by tho Usher 
men's [iiitrol am! clia.so was given. When tho 
Mormons livntlint tho parties met and th< 
fishermen llrod a s'olloy that mmlo tho Mor 
inonH scurry Imck tr» their boats with, a fov 
v.nuiulcil.

Although the range woo long 


n tuunltcr of ftlor/w;nd ;vere woundetL 
loft thwii Hhort handed, and their complete 
destruction Kcomed to bo inevitable, when 
tlio bark Morgan, dipt Stone, IIOTO in sight 
The Mormons houded for her and reachc< 
tlio bark in time to allow their occupants to 
clamber on board before tho infuriated fish 
crmeu could como up. Once ou deck they 
woro safe and tho pursuers gave up tho chase 
Tiio Mormons were taken by Copt. Btono 
near to tho Heavers and east adrift in their 
boats. 


Tho worst blot on tho lingo of tho Mormon 


history of occuiwtion was tho murder of tho 
entire crow of tho brig Robert WiUis, which 
disappeared in 1853. The last person to see 
the brig wns Gipt John B. Merrill, of this 
city, who -it tho time-was on Sftillagaleo 
(sailor for Aux Ooiots) Island, engaged in a

It was Thanksgiving 
afternoon, and n heavy snow storm was in

Immediately after her disappearanoe Baover 
Islanders were found to be weU euppUed with 
these articles. The report spread that the 
Willis had gone ashore on the Beaver 
such of her crew as were not drowned- 
put out of the iray by the Mormons. A short 
time ago, in a little hollow in the sandy 
beach at tho north end of tho Island, seven 
bleached and moldy skeletons were discov- 
ered. Among the island residents it was an 
accepted belief that the seven skeletons were 
all that remained of the crew of the- brig 
Willis. They were reverently removed one 
carefully interred in the little village ceme- 
tery. 
• 


This supposed crime, with constantly In- 


creasing depredations, so fanned the indigna- 
tion against Strang and his followers that) 
finally an organized effort was made to,drive 
them off tho island. The United States au- 
thorities took a hand, and the steamer Mich- 
igan was ordered to tho island. About this 
time, too, Strong's tyranny aroused rebellion 
on the island. As his power increased the 
Mormon leader did not hesitate to select for 
his wives the fairest of the new arrivals, and 
the sealing process was at times very loosely 
performed. Through and by this he fell. 


The fishermen arranged to move on the 


island when the Michigan should arrive. 
Coincident with this Strong became involved 
in a row with a young Mormon whose wife

he had appropriated without ceremony 
Bent on revenge, the wronged husband joinei 
hands with the fishermen. Suddenly, one 
morning after the arrival of tho Michigan 
a force of fifty fishermen, armed with mus- 
kets and shotguns, made a descent on the 
Island. There was little resistance mode b; 
tho surprised Mormons. Strong was shot on 
the wood dock as ho was about bosrdlng the 
Michigan by the husband whose wife he hoc 
stolon. With him fell the Mormon power on 
Beaver Island. It was.with the exception o 
Strang's cose, a bloodless conquest. It was 
said afterwards that so demoralized were thi 
Mormons that ten resolute men could have 
taken the island. Their unexpected success 
so stunned tho victors in turn that there wa 
very little display of lawlessness. 


Terrified and thoroughly cowed, most o: 


the Mormons hastily prepared for anothei 
exodus. 
Strang was carried to his house 


His wounds were believed to be fatal Still 
in spite of the pain ho was suffering, the 
Mormon king calmly directed his followers 
In their preparations for flight. 


Tho most of them loft on the propeller Bern 


and tho others on tho Pittsburg, the nex 
boat toarrlve. Strang was taken to Kenosha 
VVis., whoro ho diod and where his bones stil 
rest.

and without unnecessary padding, are taking the lead in the great cities." 


Forty years ago the chief duty of an editor, in 


view of his limited facilities, was to gather all the 
news he could and print it. Intelligence was 
transmitted slowly; many occurrences of interest 
were never heard of beyond their immediate 
locality; ocean mails were long in transit,and the 
overthrow of an European dynasty was not known 
here until long after the event.
